The seriousness of the situation 
was not generally known in either

The army is fully pre­ 
pared to either protect this city or to 
seize Juarez. 
The water works, elec­ 
tric light and gas plants, telegraph

ing. 
From Roberto Pesqueira, chief of 
the constitutionalist diplomatic ser­ 
vice, down to the lowest clerk in the 
Junta, there is deep gloom. Although 
professing absolute loyalty to Carran­ 
za, it is easy to see that they are 
bitterly disappointed over the atti­ 
tude he has taken. 
Rebels in Gloom Over Situation. 
Less than a week ago these offi­ 
cials were absolutely certain that in 
the event of the United States fight­ 
ing Huerta that Carranza would hold

Carranza Demands Withdrawal. 
El Paso, Texas, April 23.—Demand­ 
ing that the United States immedi­ 
ately withdraw* its forces from Mex­ 
ican territory, on the ground that 
the seizure of the custom house and 
other port buildings at Vera Cruz in­ 
volves an act of war against the en­ 
tire Mexican nation, and intimating 
in terms that are not to be mistaken 
that refusal to do this will be fol­ 
lowed by war. Gen. Venustiano Car­ 
ranza, first chief of the constitution­ 
alists, served w*hat amounts to an 
ultimatum on President Wilson last 
afternoon. 
As an alternative proposition Gen. 
Carranza suggests that after with­ 
drawing its forces the United States 
.recognize the consftitutionalist gov­ 
ernment and then present to it a de­ 
mand for reparation for the insult 
offered the American flag at Tam­ 
pico. 
If this is done, General Car­ 
ranza says, full reparation in the way 
of a salute to the American colors 
will be made. 


Ultimatum Sent to Wilson. 
Carranza’s message is directed to 


Lind Tells How to Whip Huerta. 
Washington, April 23.—John Lind 
has spoken. No longer is the special 
envoy of President Wilson to Mexico 
inaudible, since the noise started at 
Vera Cruz. 
Mr. Lind, who seems to accept the 
popular belief that we are at war 
with Mexico, says the battle cry will 
not be “On to Mexico City.** 
Mr. Lind has een asked if, Bince 
Admiral Badger had arrived in Mex­ 
ican waters with his fleet, it would 
not be- advisable under the circum­ 
stances to rush the army from Gal­ 
veston to Vera Cruz and proceed di­ 
rectly to the City of Mexico and take 
possession before Huerta could ar­ 
range for a stubborn defense of the 
capital. 


“No, that is not the present inten­ 
tion,’* replied Lind. 
“As we are now 
in possession of Vera Cruz tho next 
step will be to clean 
up 
Tampico. 
Then we should retain possession of 
both cities and block all the remaining 
ports of Mexico. 
I don’t anticipate 
any more fighting, as 
Huerta 
will 
have all he can do to contest with 
the advancing forces of the victorious 
revolutionists.”

It is sixteen years since the bat­ 
tleship Oregon began 
the 
most re­ 
markable long distance 
race against 
time in all naval history.

18, 1898, it 
left 
San 
Francisco to 
join the warships in Atlantic waters. 
There was an effort to surround the 
Oregon’s movements 
with 
secrecy, 
tu t everybody guessed 
her mission, 
rnd bets were made on the success 
of the trip. 
Tension relaxed for a 
time after the Oregon 
appeared at 
Callao, Peru, her first stop, and it be 
came the more acute as she steamed 
southward toward the Straits of Ma­ 
gellan, where a Spanish torjKnlo boat 
lurked and where tempestuous seas 
made the passage of the straits haz­ 
ardous. 
After thirty-three days out 
of San Francisco the Oregon dashed 
into the Atlantic and up the coast, 
evading the Spanish warships report­ 
ed lying in wait for her. On the ev­ 
ening of May 24 she 
steamed into 
Jupiter Bav, having covered the 14,- 
OCO miles in sixty-seven days.

All kinds of bonemeal are used in 
the manufacture of fertilizers, but 
not all kinds are suitable for feed for 
swine. Bonemeal from a glue factory 
which has gone through the process in 
which acid was used is not suitable 
feed. But any bonemeal, especially 
green 
bone that is ground finely 
enough, may be fed. 
Steamed bone­ 
meal is good. 
At the Missouri station 
bonemeal 
was fed with good results. About an 
ounce of meal was fed to each hog per 
day. 
At the Nebraska station four lot® of 
pigs were fed to determine the vjilue 
of wheat short, tankage and steamed 
ground bone as supplemental to corn­ 
meal. 
The bogs were 
pastured 
on 
alfalfa, and for this reason the lot 
fed on com alone made about as satis­ 
factory gain as any, although the lot 
which was fed bonemeal in addition 
to the corn had the strongest bone. 
Silo rte strengthen the bone some, 
and 
tankage 
with 
corn 
produced 
much stronger bone than com alone. 
Where mixed rations were given, or 
aklnxnflk or good pasture, ail of 
which supply ash material, It is 
doubtful that 
bonemeal Is of much 
value other than for the purpose of 
strengthening the bones.

TIME FOR ORCHARD SPRAYING 


Ration for Lamb*. 
The best ration for the tombs will 
not be the best ration for the ewes. 
Nevertheless a fairly good though 
rather expensive feed mixture for 
both of them will be oats, four parts; 
bran, four parts; com, three parts; 
oil meal, two parts. If it were possi­ 
ble to separate the ewes from the 
lambs, it might be advisable to give 
the lambs a larger proportion of com 
and the ewes a smaller proportion of 
com. 
Enough grain should be given 
to keep the ewes In good flesh, but not 
fat. 
The roughage ration for these 
sheep is not of first-class quality, and 
therefore it will be necessary to give 
a good grain ration.

Any time before the buds begin to 
open, fruit trees may be thoroughly 
covered with a one to ten mixture of 
lime sulphur. 
The commercial mix­ 
ture is preferable to the usual home 
made compound. It will not only kill 
fungus diseases, but also destroys the 
eggs of plant lice and much of the 
scale which may infest the trees. 
The 
sum m er 
spraying 
campaign 
should be planned now and materials 
purchased accordingly. 
Arsenate of 
lead should be purchased for mixture 
with lime sulphur for later spraying. 
This combination spray will kill biting 
insects as well as fungus diseases, and 
should be applied four times. 
First, 
just as the buds are swelling; second, 
just after the blossoms fall; third, ten 
days after 
the 
second 
application, 
probably about the last of July; and 
fourth, ten days after the third appli­ 
cation. These sprayings are intended 
for the codling moth, and plum cur- 
culio as well as other similar insect 
pests. For these four sprayings, lime 
sulphur should be mixed in proportion 
of one part to thirty-five or forty' parts 
of wa.ber. 
__ 
Good spraying material Is as impor­ 
tant as the proper spraying.
